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This action is in response to a request for clarification filed 3/5/04 . 

The following corrects a typographical error. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 contains the liniitation for forming a semiconductor device where an embedded 
layer is formed on a second insulating layer so that an isolation groove (trench) is filled 
and then a third isolation layer is formed that continuously covers at least two element 
isolation grooves and the region other than the element formation region (as claimed, a 
region between two isolation grooves), and remains so in the completed device (support 
for this is shown on pages 24 (line 24) to 25 (line 8) of the instant specification.). This 
limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claim 1 is not taught or suggested 
by the prior art of record. Razouk (US005581 1 10A) forms a third isolation layer is 
formed and continuously covers over at least two element isolation grooves and the 
region other than the element formation region, but Razouk etches the third layer back 
so that it covers only the isolation groove and a small region outside the groove. The 
layer no longer extends over the non-element formation region. Bajor (US 5,504,033) 
etches back the third layer so that it also is only a cap over the isolation groove. 
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Claims 4-5 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 1 .
